What Will Occar if Coinege is

New York, Feb. 24.—Samuel Houser, a 
copper mine owner, of Montana, says if 
silver coinage stops the whole western 
countgy will be ruined. It will not alone 
be the silver mining interests that will be 
injured.

WasnHincron, Feb. 24.—The findings 
of the court-martial in the case of Judge 
Advocate General Swaim and the sen- 
tence of the Court as finally approved by 
President Arthur were made public this 
evening. On the first charge of ‘‘conduct 
unbecoming ‘an oflicer and gentleman’ 
the court finds General Bwaim not guilty, 
but guilty of conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline. On 
the second charge of neglect of duty in 


-failing to report the facts concerning Col- 


onel Morrow’s pay account, they find him 
not guilty. Upon these findings the court 
sentenced the accused ‘‘to be suspended 
from rank duty and pay for three years.” 
President Arthur “after examining and 
considering the findings and sentence re- 
turned the record of the proceedings to 
the court with the, following communica- 
tion:

The court recommenced upon a return 
to it of the findings, having recon- 
sidered its previous action adhered to its 
finding upon the first charge remarking 
therein as follows: ‘‘The court upon 
mature consideration has not found the 
accused guilty of such a degree of wrong- 
ful or deceitful conduct as to justify the 
finding of guilty conduct unbecoming an 
officer and gentleman and has therefore 
respectfully adhered to the findings upon 
the first charge. But adjudged the fol- 
lowing sentence: ‘‘That the accused be sus- 
pended from rank and duty for one year 
with forfeiture of all pay for the same 
period and at the end of that period to be 
reduced to the grade of a Judge Advocate | 
with rank of major in the Judge Advocate- 
Gencral’s department.’’ The Record of the 
proceedings having been submitted to the 
President it was again returned to the 
court for reasons set forth in the follow- 
ing endorsement placed thereen: 


EXECUTIVE MANSION, Feb. 24. 

The record in the case of Brigadier- 
General David G. Swaim, Judge Advocate 
General of the U. 8. A.,is hereby again 
returned to the general court-martial, be- 
fore which proceedings have been had for 
a reconsideration. It is apparent from the 
terms of the amended sentence that it 
was the intention of the court to award a 
punishment of greater severity and more 
nearly cominensurate with the offense 
which the accused has been found guilty 
of, than waz the penalty adjudged in the 
original proceedings, and if the terms of 
the amended sentence were such as could 
be legally carried out, the purpose of the 
court in that regard would have been ac- 
complished. The provision, however, that 
the aecused shall, after suspension for the 
period of one year from rank and duty in 
Offices now held by him, be placed in an- 
other office of lower rank in the depart- 
ment of which the office now held by him 
is part, is one impossible of enforcement 
by the execution alone. That office of. 
lower rank only can be filled in the method 
pointed out by the constitution, namely, 
nomination by the President and confirm- 
ation by the Senate, and then only in case 
of existing vacancy. The 
amended sentence in effect creates 
an Office and fills it thus at once embody- 
ing the exercise of the legislative and ex- 
ecutive functions and approving power of 
the Senate. itis a necessary element in 
the sentences of Courts Martial that they 
show an approval of the appointing power 
to be capable of enforcement by the ex- 
ecutive authority charged with the entry. 
So much of the amended sentence as re- 
lates to the changing of the accused from 
one office to ayother, is not of that char- 
acter. .At the termination of the period 
of suspension indicated, accused could 
only be put into the offiee of Judge Advo- 
cate in the manner herein before indicated 
and by a new commission, which he might 
accept or decline, but if there should be 
no vacancy he could not be put into.it at 
all, and his present office could not be 
fiilled until after it should have been 
vacated. The constitutional power of the 
executive in filling vacancies cannot be 
restricted to individuals. 

Signed, . CHESTER A. ARTHUR. 
The court thereupon revoked its former 
sentence and adjudged as follows: ‘To 
be suspended from rank and duty for 
twelve years, and. to forfeit half his 
monthly pay every month for the same 
period.’’ This sentence the President to- 
day approved, with the following com- 
ments: .

ferent sentences, under either of which 


would be deprived permanently of his 
functions.

inversion of the proper relations of public 
officers and those holding them, and is an 
idea pot suited to ourinstitutions. While 
holding views now and heretofore ex- 
pregsed, it is deemed to be for the public 
interest that proceedings in this case be 
not without result, and therefore the pro- 
ceedings, findings and sentence in the 
foregoing case of Brig.

General Swaim may.be placed on the 
retired list until Dec. 22d, 1896. It will 
be noticed that the sentence of the court, 
as approved by the President, suspends 
him from office up to and beyond the 
date of his possible retirement.

PARLIAMENT. 


A Scene in the House of Com- 
mons Yesterday. 


Debate on the Vote of Censure—BSoth 
Parties Doubtful of the Result. 
Notes en Soudan. 


Lonpon, Feb. 24.—In the Commons 
this afternoon a motion was made to sus- 
pend the regular order so as to enable 
tht Commons to resume the debate on the 
resolution censuring the government for 
its Egyptian policy. The Irish members 
opposed the motion, and an uproar en- 
sued, during which O’Brien was conspicu- 
ous for his disorderly conduct. He de- 
fied the Speaker, and was, therefore, sus- 
pended. Ata meeting of the Conserva- 
tive Peers and certain members of the 


House of Commons, held at the Carlton 
Club. it was decided that they should 
support with thetr full strength the vote 
of censure against the government in 
each house, 

THR DEBATE RESUMED. 

Sir John Lubback, Liberal, resumed 
the debate on Northcote’s motion of cen- 
aure. He said he would support the gov- 
ernment in any measure necessary to ben- 
efit Egypt. 

Mr. Charles Stuart Wortley, Conserva- 
tive member for Sheffield, said he thought 
the government had acted with the cli- 
max of meanness towards General Gor- 
don. 

Kedmont, of the Home Rules, op~ 
posed the Premier’s motion and was 
seconded in opposition by seve- 
ral, Parnellites. The opposition be- 
came so noisy that the Speaker interfered 
and when silence was restored he an- 
nounced that he thought it his duty to 
inform the house that he thought the sub- 
ject had been adequately discussed. At 
this the Parnellites nearly all joined in a 
prolonged howl and derisive eheers. Wm. 
O'Brien, editor of the United Ireland and 
Home Ruler, shouted out, ‘‘we will re- 
member this in Ireland.’’ This remark 
was greeted with cries of ‘‘Oh,’’ “Oh,” 
‘name him,”’ ‘‘name him.”’ The Speaker 
thereupon named O’Brien. Gladstone at. 
once moved that the named member be 
suspended. O’Brien jumped up and 
shouted, ‘‘that is the honor of my ambi- 
tion.”’ After the uproar which attended 
this passage between the Dublin editor 
and the Prime Minister had subsided, 
Thomas Sexton, Home Ruler, rose to a 
point of order. He was summarily over- 
rujed by the Speaker. A division was 
then called upon Mr. Gladstone’s motion 
to suspend O’Brien. It resulted in a vote 
of 244 for the motion and but 20 against 
it. The Speaker, when the vote had 
been recorded, ordered O’Brien withdrawn 
from the House. O’Brien arose and 
straightened himself up to his full height 
and exclaiming with great precision and 
sarcasm: ‘Certainly, sir! I will with- 
draw from the House with more pleasure | 
than I entered it,’’ and strode out. The 
Parnellites objected to the resumption of 


‘the debate of the motion of censure, be- 


cause it would prevent the discussion of 
the motion made by Redmond relating to 
the conduct of the Irish constable named 
Murphy. 

The Gladstone and O’Brien episode was 
quite sensational while it lasted, and 
Gladstone’s conduct was firm. When the 
House had again settled down to business 
a cloture was proposed and voted for by 
207 ayes to 46 noes. Parnell -expressed 
dissatisfaction with the tally, and as a 
protest, insisted upon a division. This 
resulted in the adoption of Gladstone’s 
motion to resume debate on Sir Stafford 
Northcote’s motion of censure, 222 to 19. 

GLADSTONE EXPLAINS. 

Lonpon, Feb. 25.—Gladstone, in the 
House of Commons this evening, moved 
to postpone all notices and motions until 
after the order of the day, resuming. the 
debate on the Northcote motion of cen- 
sure against the Government for its 
Egyptian policy, was disposed of. In re- 
sponse to an interrogatory put by Ellis 
Ashmead Bartlett, a Conservative, Glad- 
stone explained he had never mentioned 
abandoning the Soudan by her Majesty’s 
forces after the capture of Kbartoum.‘ 
He had merely said the evacuation of 
Soudan by Egypt had formed the original 
policy of her Majesty’s government and 
that policy remained unaltered, but 
recent events had prevented its immediate 
execution. 


Zhe Attempt te Overthrow the 
british Ministry. 


‘Lonpon, Feb. 24.—The Conservative 
leaders are. endeavorsng to persuade the 
Duke of Argyle and George Joachim 
Groschen, and other moderate Liberals, 
to forma coalition upon the basis of an 
energetie foreign policy and resistance to | 
radical attacks upon property. Glad- 
stone’s Statement that he had never men- 
tioned the abandonment of Soudan by 
her Majesty’s forces after the cap- 
ture of Khartoum, has _ led to 
a revulsion of feeling among the peace 
radicals and Whigs, and neither side is 
able to forecast the result of the division. 
The Marquis of Salisbury was fervently 
cheered upon declaring, at a meeting at 
the Carleton Club this afternoon, that he 
was confident of the defeat of the Gov- 
ernment.

A farewell from Gordon. 
Lonpvon, Feb. 24.—In a letter to a 
friend at Cairo, dated December 14th, 
General Gordon wrote: ‘It is ali up with 
us. Lexpect the catastrophe within ten 
days from the present time. It would 
not have been so if our people had kept 
me better informed of their intentions. 
My adieu to all.”’
